The 
limited appropriation for the printing of the annual report makes it 
necessary to curtail to a considerable extent the publication of sta- 
tistical and other important data relating to the public health in the 
District of Columbia.

The estimated population of the District of Columbia, as recorded 
by the United States Bureau of the Census, is 475,966, the whites 
numbering 359,569 and the colored 116,397.

STATISTICS OF MORBIDITY AND MORTALITY 



General mortality —The total number of deaths occurring during 
the calendar year 1923 was 7,105, being 800 more than during the 
preceding year. The general death rate rose from 13.89 in 1922 to 
14.93 last year. This marked increase was due principally to the 
unusual number of deaths from pneumonia and la grippe, which 
occurred during the winter months of last year. 

In view of the large number of deaths recorded each year from 
pneumonia and the fact that certain forms of the disease at least- 
appear to be communicable, the health department is considering the 
advisability of recommending to the commissioners the promulgation 
of a regulation requiring the reporting of all cases of pneumonia and 
the proper isolation of persons suffering from that disease. The total 
number of deaths from pneumonia in the calendar year 1923 was 1,015. 
This matter will, however, probably be taken up in a report to be 
submitted for the consideration of the commissioners at a later date. 

Of the total number of 7,105 deaths, 4.449 were white and 2,656 
colored. The white death rate rose from 11.83 in 1922 to 12.37 in 
1923, and the colored rate from 20.13 to 22.82. 

The most potent causes of death during the calendar year 1923 are 
shown in the following table: Pneumonia alone claimed 1,015 
persons, or slightly more than one-seventh of all deaths. La grippe 
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was responsible for 159 deaths. It is interesting to note that the 
number of deaths due to accidents was reduced from 361 m the year 
1922 to 283 last year. It is believed that the work of the safety 
council of this District was a factor in keeping down the number of 
deaths from accidents during the year. 

Infant mortality. — There was a marked increase in the death rate 
of infants under 1 year of age during the calendar year 1923. This 
increase can be accounted for in part by the smaller number of births 
reported during 1923 than in the previous year. The total number 
of births reported in the year 1922 was 9,121, while during the last 
year only 9,029 were reported. The rate for white infants was 70.5 
and the colored 142.2 to each 1,000 births reported, the general rate 
being 91.3.

During the calendar year 1923, 39 dogs were diagnosed as rabid. 
This was confirmed by post-mortem findings of the United States 
Bureau of Animal Industry. Twenty-four persons were bitten by 
dogs known to be rabid as shown by' post-mortem findings. These - 
figures show a marked increase over the previous year. 

On June 12, 1923, the commissioners, as during the past two or 
three years, issued a proclamation requiring the muzzling of dogs 
running at large. This order became effective July 1, 1923, and to 
continue for a period of three months. 

In view of the continued and increasing prevalence of rabies and 
the large number of persons that have been bitten by dogs, it is 
recommended that the commissioners earnestly consider the ad- 
visability of extending the muzzling order throughout the year, or 
until such time as the situation materially improves.

Smallpox. — This disease prevailed to an unusual extent during the 
last fiscal year, the total number of cases reported being 207. For- 
tunately, most of the cases were of a very mild type and no fatalities 
occurred. This outbreak imposed a large amount of work on the 
employees of the health department and correspondingly increased 
the cost of the service. 

It is interesting to note that of all the cases reported none had 
ever been successfully vaccinated. While the District of Columbia 
is credited with being a well-vaccinated community, the health de- 
partment is endeavoring to have as many of the citizens as possible 
vaccinated, and, therefore, conducts a clinic two or more times each 
week where free vaccination against smallpox is given to those ap- 
plying. 

Smallpox hospital. — The smallpox hospital was in active operation 
304 days during the fiscal year. During that time 181 patients were 
treated, and the total number of patient days' service rendered was 
1,673. Each patient stayed an average of 5.5 days in the hospital. 

Quarantine station. — -The quarantine station was in active opera- 
tion 205 days during the fiscal year; the number of inmates cared 
for w r as 139, and the total number of inmate days' service rendered 
was 774. The average stay of each inmate was 6 days. 

Leper hospital. — No cases of leprosy being found in the District of 
Columbia (Turing the fiscal year 1924, this institution was, there- 
fore, not in active operation at any time. The building is an old 
one and quite a number of repairs were necessary in order to keep it 
in habitable condition. Most of the repairs have now been com- 
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pleted, and it is expected the remaining work will be done at an 
early date. 

Ambulance service. — The total number of patients suffering from 
minor contagious diseases removed in the general contagious-disease 
ambulance was 492. Patients suffering from smallpox were, as here- 
tofore, removed in the special ambulance provided for that purpose. 

Diphtheria — During the calendar year 1923, 565 cases of diph- 
theria were reported, 42 died, a mortality of 7.4 per cent. While 
the disease did not prevail to so great an extent as in the preceding 
year, the death rate was higher. Realizing the importance and 
value of the "Schick test" and the administration of toxin- anti- 
toxin in diphtheria-prevention work, the health department has 
been doing what it could to secure the immunization of as many 
children in this District as possible, and with this object in view 
the inmates of the various children's institutions throughout the 
District have been "schicked" and immunized. 

In addition to the immunization of the children in institutions, 
approximately 2,000 school children have been given the same pro- 
tection. This work will be continued during the next school term. 

Typhoid fever. — This disease seems to be gradually disappearing 
from the district. During the calendar year 1923, 113 cases of 
typhoid fever were reported, with 27 deaths, as against 188 cases, 
with 23 deaths, in the year 1922. These figures show an increased 
death rate and indicate that the prevailing disease has been of a 
severe type. 

In the investigation to determine the origin of the infection, it was 
found that 37 of the cases reported were contracted outside of the 
District of Columbia, the patients being brought into the District for 
treatment in the local hospitals. The investigation further showed 
that in 22 other cases the disease was probably contracted outside of 
the District. 

The health department has conducted twice each week during the 
summer months of the year a service for the free administration of 
typhoid vaccine. Immunization by typhoid vaccine is a definite 
protection against typhoid fever, anil many persons avail themselves 
of this free service. 

Scarlet fever. — Scarlet fever prevailed t o a much greater extent 
than usual during the year just closed. The disease, however, was 
mostly of a mild type. " Of the 998 cases reported during the calendar 
year 1923, 11 died. It is gratifying to report that the outbreak has 
now subsided.

8 REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 

I feel it my duty to again call attention to the very urgent need 
for the erection of an isolation building for the care and treatment 
of minor contagious diseases. The only institutions to which patients 
suffering from minor contagious diseases can now be sent for treat- 
ment is the isolation building at Garfield Memorial Hospital and the 
isolation building at Providence Hospital. Indigent patients treated 
at either of the above-mentioned institutions are paid for by the 
District under the terms of contracts made with each hospital from 
year to year. The isolation buildings at Garfield Hospital in their 
present condition are far from satisfactory for the proper care of 
patients sent there for treatment. The buildings are badly in need 
of repairs and are without modern conveniences and equipment for 
an institution of this kind. 

The present contract method of caring for patients is unsatisfac- 
tory, and each year for the past several years much difficulty has been 
experienced by the District in getting the hospital authorities to 
execute contracts upon the basis submitted to them. 

The need for a hospital owned and operated by the District is most 
urgent, and I recommend that renewed efforts be made to secure an 
adequate appropriation for such purpose. 

Disinfecting service. — One thousand eight hundred and twelve prem- 
ises were disinfected during the fiscal year 1924, and 1,108 articles 
exposed to infection on such premises or in some other way were 
disinfect edat the disinfecting station. 

Public crematorium. — Five hundred and thirty bodies were cre- 
mated during the fiscal year — 87 adults, 147 infants, and 296 still- 
born babies. The total cost of operating this institution was 
$1,974.99. 

Seventy- three private cremations were done during the fiscal year, 
for which fees amounting to $1,521 were paid. Deducting this 
amount from the total cost of maintenance shows the net cost of 
maintenance to be $453.99. 

As stated in my report of last year, the crematory is now badly 
in need of repairs, and efforts to secure the necessary appropriation 
to put the building in proper condition have thus far been unsuc- 
cessful. 

Bacteriological laboratory. — The total number of specimens of all 
kinds examined during the fiscal year 1924 was 22,417. There was 
quite a reduction in the number of diphtheria cultures submitted 
for examination, which may be accounted for by the fact that no 
institutional outbreak of diphtheria occurred during the year. There 
was, however, a considerable increase in the number of specimens of 
sputum submitted for examination to determine the presence of the 
tubercle bacilli. More samples of water were collected and exam- 
ined than in any previous year, and close watch has been kept during 
the year on the public water supply. 

Bathing pools. — All public bathing pools in the District have been 
closely supervised during the year. Samples of water from these 

E laces have been collected at frequent intervals and submitted to 
acteriological examination. 
The total number of specimens examined during the year are 
divided as follows: Diphtheria cultures, 8,490: sputum, 1,997; urine 
and feces, 78; milk and cream, 3,412; drinking water, 1,288; samples 
from bathing pools, 866; miscellaneous, 340. 
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Serological laboratory. — -The following specimens were examined 
during the year: Blood for Wassermann reaction, 4,180; blood for 
Widal reaction, 570; smears for gonococcus, 1,095; smears for malaria, 
66; diphtheria antitoxin tested, 35. 

Wells and water supplies. — Samples of water from public and 
private wells to the number of 1,288 were examined. As heretofore, 
the water furnished by common carriers for drinking purposes has 
been closely supervised and the results of analyses forwarded to the 
Surgeon General, United States Public Health Service, for his infor- 
mation, that official having jurisdiction over the water supply used 
by common carriers engaged in interstate traffic. 

Chemical laboratory. — During the fiscal year 9,818 samples of all 
kinds were examined. These samples are divided as follows: Drugs, 
43; foods, 9,536; water, 147: air, 62: for police department, 15; 
coroner, 11; miscellaneous, 4. 

Milk and cream. — The close supervision over the milk and cream 
supply heretofore given has been continued throughout the year. 
The bill to regulate the sale of milk in the District of Columbia, 
reintroduced in the last Congress, passed the Senate, with certain 
amendments, a few days before the recess of Congress. It is hoped 
the measure will receive the support of the House of Representatives 
when Congress reconvenes in December next, and be placed upon the 
statute books. 

Diphtheria antitoxin. — The health department, distributed during 
the year 250,000 units of antitoxin to persons suffering from diphtheria 
and who were financially unable to purchase the same. 

Dispensaries — Tuberculosis division. — Nine hundred and forty new 
patients were admitted to the clinic during the fiscal year. The 
number of positive cases of tuberculosis found in this group of new 
patients was 218; 316 were negative and in 406 the diagnosis was not 
definitely determined. Of the positive new cases 139 w T ere white and 
79 colored. The total number of visits made by all patients to the 
clinic w r as 6,536. One thousand and two X-ray pictures were made. 
The nurses of the clinic made 4,685 visits to the homes of patients. 
The total number of patients under observation by the clinic at the 
close of the fiscal year was 637. 

Venereal disease division— The work of the venereal disease clinic 
continues to grow. During the fiscal year 1,834 new patients were 
admitted. The total number of visits made by all patients during 
the year was 12,525, an average of 40 on each clinic day. In the 
follow-up work by the nurses 559 visits were made to homes of 
patients. Three thousand five hundred and forty-seven salvarsan 
injections were given during the year. Of the total number of new 
patients admitted to the clinic 67 were 5 years of age or under and 
260 between the ages of 5 and 15 years. 

In an effort to stimulate interest in venereal disease control work, 
and in cooperation with the Social Hygiene Society of the District of 
Columbia, and the United States Public Health Service, motion 
pictures were exhibited during clinic hours, in the months of Novem- 
ber, December, January, February, and March. A series of lectures 
were also given in certain moving-picture theaters, schools, social 
clubs, civic organizations, and churches. 

I am pleased to report that the bill for the control of venereal dis- 
eases in the District of Columbia, reintroduced during the last ses- 
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sion of Congress, was passed by the House of Representatives before 
the recess of Congress. It now awaits action by the Senate when 
Congress reconvenes in December next. 

MEDICAL AND DENTAL INSPECTION OF PUBLIC SCHOOLS 

As heretofore, a detailed report covering the operations of the 
medical and dental inspection service, including the work performed 
by the school nurses and at the dental clinics,- is embodied in the 
report of the Board of Education. 

During the school year a total of 7,112 visits were made to school 
buildings, and 98 visits to homes of certain pupils; a total of 30,671 
pupils were examined for various purposes. Seven thousand two 
hundred and sixty-five pupils were found to have certain physical 
defects and appropriate treatment was recommended. In 1,338 
cases exclusion from school was recommended. One thousand one 
hundred and ninety applicants were examined to determine their 
fitness for admission to the Normal School and for teaching positions. 

One hundred and ten pupils were examined mentally and physi- 
cally to determine the advisability of segregation in special scnools. 
Sixty-eight per cent were recommended for transfer to special classes. 

Seven hundred and ninety-two applicants for child-labor permits 
were examined. Only 0.26 per cent were definitely refused permit. 

During the year 1,494 pupils in the kindergarten and first grades 
were given a thorough physical examination. Of these, 85.8 per 
cent were found to have some physical defect. 

Twenty-one nutrition classes. 10 white and 11 colored, were con- 
ducted during the year under the general supervision of medical in- 
spection force. The nutrition workers were supplied by the domes- 
tic science departments in the white schools, the physical training 
departments in the colored schools, and by the Association for the 
Prevention of Tuberculosis in both white and colored schools, in- 
cluding the tuberculosis schools. 

Dental inspection.— Four dental clinics were, as heretofore, oper- 
ated during the year. Three thousand six hundred and sixty-lour 
pupils were given treatment. The dental inspectors examined 18,704 
pupils during the school term, and 77.8 per cent were found with 
dental defects. 

Six thousand nine hundred and sixty-three pupils were given den- 
tal prophylactic treatment by the oral hygienists. 

School nurses. — -Eight thousand two hundred and sixty-nine pupils 
having some physical defect were handled by the school nurses 
The present force of the medical, dental, and nursing services is en- 
tirely too small to properly care for the health of the children in our 
schools. School work heretofore has been confined almost entirely 
to the public schools. There are, however, a large number of pri- 
vate scnools located throughout the District having a large attend- 
ance of pupils. It is not possible, under present conditions, for the 
health department to properly supervise the health of these pupils. 

Of course, when an. outbreak of some contagious disease nas oc- 
curred, special attention has been given to these private schools. It is 
my belief* that private schools of all kinds should be under the super- 
vision of the health department, the same as- the public schools are 
at present. I recommend, therefore, that the commissioners care- 
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fully consider the subject with a view to recommending appropriate 
legislation if they deem such action expedient. The examination 
of pupils in these grades will be continued during the next school 
term.

Slaughterhouses. — during the year 5,500 cattle, 3,339 sheep, 
3,198 calves, and 26,965 hogs were inspected at the various slaughter- 
houses throughout the District. The carcasses of 29 cattle were 
condemned as unfit for food and disposed of. 

BUREAU OF SANITARY INSPECTION 

General nuisance inspection. — Eight thousand two hundred and 
twenty-eight complaints were received and acted upon during the 
fiscal year. As a result of these complaints, 13,125 inspections were 
required to be made. Twenty-two thousand three hundred and 
fifty-three official calls were made. The total number of visits of 
all kind made by the sanitary inspection force was approximately 
65,824. 

Prosecutions. — -Legal proceedings were instituted against 617 
persons charging violation of the law or regulations relating to 
public health, exclusive of the smoke law. 

Six hundred and sixty-nine notices were served upon nonresident 
owners of property, under the assessment system, for the abatement 
of certain nuisances thereon. In all but 35 cases the nuisances were 
abated by the owners of the property. In the 35 cases in which the 
owners took no action, the work was done by the District, and the 
cost assessed against the property.

EIGHT-HOUR FEMALE LABOR LAW 

Two thousand and sixty-two establishments coming within the 
purview of the eight-hour female labor law were registered at the 
close of the fiscal year. Eighty-two complaints were received and 
acted upon during the year. In 14 instances violation of the law 
was noted and prosecution instituted against the proprietors. The 
following table gives a summary of the work done in this service:

The work done at these child hygiene stations is increasing steadily. 
More stations are needed to serve sections of the District not properly 
provided for at present. 

An additional sum of money has been asked in the annual esti- 
mates, and if it should be obtained it is the purpose of the health 
department to establish additional stations. 

Day nurseries, etc. — On January 4, 1924, the following order was 
issued by the commissioners: 

Ordered: That the following regulations for the establishment and govern- 
ment of day nurseries in the District of Columbia and for other purposes are 
hereby adopted: 

Section 1. That is shall be unlawful for any person or persons, corporation, 
or association to establish or maintain a day nursery, boarding house, home, or 
other place within the District of Columbia for the reception, board, or care of 
children under 15 years of age without first obtaining a permit from the com- 
missioners of said District so to do, and then only in accordance with the terms 
of said permit: Provided, Application for said permit shall be made in writing 
upon, a form prescribed by said commissioners, giving such detailed description 
of such day nursery, boarding house, home, or other place as the said commis- 
sioners may require: And -provided farther, That said permit may be revoked at 
any time by the commissioners, after hearing, whenever in their opinion the 
health, comfort, or well-being of the inmates thereof shall be in danger. 

Sec. 2. Every person holding a permit aforesaid shall at all times keep a 
register, showing the names and ages of all children admitted; the names and 
residence of their parents, so far as known; the date they are received and dis- 
charged and the reason therefor. Every register aforesaid shall at all times be 
open for inspection by the health officer or his duly appointed representative. 

Sec. 3 That the health officer or any employee of the health department of 
the District of Columbia detailed for such purpose shall have the right to enter 
and inspect any place aforesaid at such times as may, in the judgment of the

health officer, be necessary to secure the enforcement of the provisions of these 
regulations. 

Sec. 4. Any person who shall violate or aid or abet in violating any of the 
provisions of these regulations shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction therefor shall be punished by a fine of not more than $200 for 
the first offense and not more than $500 for a second and each .subsequent offense.

The need for such a regulation had long been felt. The health 
department will now have some supervision of the establishments 
which heretofore it has not had. Since the regulations became 
operative, 134 applications for permits have been received. Of these 
applications, 83 were favorably acted upon and 15 unfavorably. 
Thirty-six applications are still pending. In the cases unfavorably 
acted upon, the homes structurally or otherwise were regarded as 
unsuitable for the boarding of young children. 

THE POUND SERVICE 

This service has been very active during the year. Two thousand 
six hundred and ninety-seven dogs were captured running at large 
and 1,097 other dogs were surrendered during the fiscal year 1924. 
In addition to these, 48 horses, 3 mules, 3 goats, and 2 cows were also 
impounded. One thousand eight hundred and sixty-one cats were 
surrendered to the poundmaster for destruction. The total number 
of animals of all kinds handled at the pound was 5,701. 



BUREAU OF ADMINISTRATION 



Correspondence and files. — Ten thousand one hundred and forty let- 
ters and 6,269 oral complaints were received during the year. Thir- 
teen thousand three hundred and thirty-two letters were sent out by 
the department and 2,184 special reports were entered and filed. 



BUREAU OF VITAL STATISTICS 



Nine thousand one hundred and thirty-three births, 501 still- 
births, and 6,399 deaths were recorded during the fiscal year. Two 
thousand two hundred and fifteen transcripts from the records of 
deaths and births were issued.
